The pheno¬ 
menal increase in the use of fer¬ 
tilizers, herbicides and insecticides 
accompanied by the high cost of 
labor and equipment has placed the 
farmer in a position where he must 
have a guaranteed income from 
his crop even though it may be 
totally destroyed by hail.

STEEL-MAKING PROCESS. A 
new steel-making process, claimed 
to be the most advanced in the 
world, has been developed by the 
British Iron and Steel Research 
Association. Known as the "spray 
steelmaking” process, it is seen 
here installed at a plant on the 
Cumberland c o a st, north-west 
England. The blast furnace is in 
the background, and the runner 
(centre) is carrying molten iron 
to the spray steelmaker, while the 
steel is received in the rail-bound 
ladle (foreground). 

Unlike conventional steelmaking 
processes, spray steelmaking can

I treat liquid iron immediately it 
leaves the blast furnace. A portion 
of the hot metal is diverted into 
the spray steelmaking unit. Here, 
high velocity jets of oxygen atomise 
the metal stream and burn out 
unwanted elements Lime and 
fluxes are continuously fed in to 
form a slag with, these oxidised 
elements. The spray of refined 
material is then collected in a re¬ 
ceiving ladle and the slag is allow¬ 
ed to run off continuously. 

One advantage of the process is 
that the refining reactions are ai- 
! most instantaneous. Because it is 
j capable of treating hot metal as 
I it flows from the blast furnace, 
i it minimizes handling and heat loss. 
The better utilization or services 
and reduced capital cost will also, 
it is hoped, make this a much 
cheaper method of steel production.

The working girl in Alberta 
today receives wages equal to 
her male counterpart and, 
like the men, is ensured proper 
rates of pay, hours of work, 
vacations and holidays. Mini¬ 
mum standards for all these 
lire established under The 
Alberta Labour Act and en¬ 
forced by the Board of In¬ 
dustrial Relations, Alberta 
Department of Labour. The 
Board not only carries out 
regular inspections of work¬ 
ing conditions and investi¬ 
gates complaints but also 
protects the new employer 
by providing him with full 
information as to the regu¬ 
lations when he establishes a 
business. In addition, the 
Board of Industrial Relations 
provides conciliation officers 
from its staff when labour 
disputes reach an impasse 
and the parties involved re¬ 
quest assistance. The record 
shows that 65 per cent of the 
disputes handled by these 
officers have reached success¬ 
ful conclusions. 


.. .what northern Alberta 
has to offer you? 

Whatever your reason for 
considering this northern 
area of the Province; as a 
place to live, a location in 
which to open a business, or 
a good investment prospect, 
the Northern Alberta Devel¬ 
opment Council is the agency 
to ask for information. If they 
don’t have the answers to 
your questions, they know 
where they can be obtained. 
This is the clearing house for 
intelligence on northern Al¬ 
berta, collected from all de¬ 
partments of government on 
all phases of life in the north. 
In addition, the Council ad¬ 
vises both government and 
industry on economic and 
social development in that 
area of Alberta lying north 
of the 55th parallel. 


...who brings power to 
rural residents of 
Alberta? 


The residents do-with the 
assistance of the Co-opera¬ 
tives Branch of the Alberta 
Department of Industry and 
Development. This Branch 
supervises a Revolving Loan 
Fund, which is available to 
Rural Electrification Associa¬ 
tions for financing their pro¬ 
jects. These are formed by 
any group of ten or more 
farmers who can prove that 
electrification of their area is 
feasible, practical, and ac¬ 
ceptable to the residents. 
Once this has been estab¬ 
lished, the R.E.A. can bor¬ 
row all but $100 of the cost 
of each installation. So far, 
over $51 million has been 
borrowed by such associa- 
tionstolightup rural Alberta. 




1 ... how you can help 
develop a summer resort 
area in Alberta? _ 

Write a letter to the Lands 
Division, Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Lands and Forests 
and tell them about the area 
in which you’d like to ac¬ 
quire a lot. If enough re¬ 
quests are received, the Lands 
Division carries out an in¬ 
spection to be sure the area 
is suitable for a summer cot¬ 
tage sub-division, then sub¬ 
divides the land into lots, de¬ 
velops a water supply and 
builds access roads. The 
availability of the lots is then 
advertised and interested ap¬ 
plicants gather at a meeting 
where a draw is held to see 
who gets first choice, second 
choice, and so on. Normally, 
the lot is leased for a period 
of ten years, on a renewable 
basis, at an annual rate of 
ten per cent of the appraised 
value. The value of the lot is 
established by taking into 
consideration the value of the 
land plus the cost of develop¬ 
ment. The lessee must pay 
taxes on the leased site as 
well. Once the land is im-

proved by the construction 
of a cottage, which must be 
completed to approved plans 
within two years, the owner 
may then purchase it out¬ 
right except in certain for¬ 
estry areas of the Province 
where cottage sites are leased 
only. 




.. .what you re supposed 
to do if you discover a 
cave-in? 


Chances are that the cave-in 
has occurred at the site of 
one of the more than 1,700 
abandoned coal mines in the 
Province, so your best move 
is to call the Mines Division 
of the Alberta Department 
of Mines and Minerals. In- 
spp.ct.nra from the Division 
keep a very careful eye on all 
these locations, checking reg¬ 
ularly to see that there are 
no openings which would pre¬ 
sent a hazard to the general 
public. If a cave-in is dis¬ 
covered, it is filled in and 


... who does the Jiving 
under Alberta medical 
services? 


In Australia, they have fly¬ 
ing doctors. In Alberta, we 
have flying patients. Any res¬ 
ident of an outlying area of 
the Province who has to be 
moved by air to a larger 
centre in order to receive the 
medical or surgical care he 
needs will be flown out by the 
Emergency Air Ambulance 
Service of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Public Health. 
Doctors fly, too. «m occasion. 
When the situation is urgent 
and the patient can’t be 
moved, a specialist will be 
flown in. Another use of the 
Emergency Air Ambulance 
Service is fast transportation 
of blood for transfusions. In 
any case, the tab for trans¬ 
portation by this service is 
picked up by the Provincial 
government.

Steady Grain Movement Needed 

Canada's largest wheat crop in history, an esti¬ 
mated 844,444,000 bushels, has now been safely har¬ 
vested. The old high of 723,000,000 bushels was set 
in 1963. The prairie wheat crop was 30 per cent over 
last year’s figures and 68 per cent over the ten-year 
average of 501,900,000 bushels. 

The average wheat yield in Alberta was 29.2 
bushels an acre, compared to 27.7 in Saskatchewan 
and 24.4 in Manitoba, for an average prairie yield of 
27.9 bushels per acre compared to the ten-year 
prairie average of 20.2 bushels per acre. 

Now that the worry of harvesting the big crop 
is past, farmers will be keenly interested in what sort 
of a job the railways will do in moving wheat to the 
terminals. Quotas are still mostly at the one- or two- 
bushel mark and with so much wheat to be moved 
the flow of grain to the lakehead and the west coast 
is going to have to be maintained at a steady pace. 
Let’s hope the railways will prove equal to the task.

As everyone knows, the hunting season can be 
a pretty hazardous time for the human animal. Even 
on a bright fall day a small red-shirted man may be 
mistaken for a fully-antlered 1,000-pound moose and 
be peppered by a barrage of bullets. Now, it appears, 
this accidental opep season on humans may have been 
extended into the hours of darkness. Not only that, 
but nighttime hunters of wild birds have added to 
human hazards by substituting the long-range rifle 
for the comparatively short-ranged shotgun ordin¬ 
arily used for fowling. At least that is the explana¬ 
tion offered regarding a shooting incident that re¬ 
cently occurred along Ontario’s Highway No. 401, 
a stretch of road that is about the busiest in Canada 
and where a vehicle out of control could cause 
multiple deaths. 

The near-victim in the case was a driver for a 
trucking firm that happens to be non-union. Along 
with most of the company’s other employees this 
driver had stayed on the job after a strike had been 
called against the firm by the International Teamsters 
Union. The firm’s employees and equipment then suf¬ 
fered many misadventures — six trucks went up in 
flames, brake and gas lines were cut, building blocks 
fell onto passing trucks from bridges, paint bombs 
were hurled at truck windshields. 

As a result of this series of events the company’s 
trucks travelled the public highways in convoy, at 
unannounced hours and after dark. Despite this pre¬ 
caution, just as the driver in the last truck of a seven- 
vehicle convoy shifted in his cab to x flick a cigarette 
butt out the window, a high-calibre rifle bullet crashed 
through the windshield and nicked his neck. Had he 
not shifted on the seat at that moment he might not 
have survived; in addition, his out-of-control truck 
might have slaughtered many innocent passers-by. 

Discussing the incident with a newspaper inter¬ 
viewer, a Teamsters Union official denied that the 
union could have been involved in this or any of the 
other occurrences of violence. Several cars, he told 
the reporter, have been hit by stray bullets from 
hunters shooting alongside highways. “But at four 
a.m.?” interjected the reporter. “There are lots of 
night bird hunters,” the union official replied.

Dangerous Intersection 

Driving to Calgary recently we noted that a 
survey crew was busily engaged at the junction of 
Highways 2 and 23, just east of High River. 

This, presumably, is the first step towards the 
construction of a highway interchange at this junc¬ 
tion next year, as this project has been given a “high 
priority” by the Department of Highways. 

The two fatal accidents at the junction this fall 
have obviously helped speed up departmental action. 
It is unfortunate that two lives had to be lost at this 
busy arid dangerous intersection this year. Ap¬ 
parently a proper traffic interchange for this junc¬ 
tion was planned some years ago but was allowed to 
sit on the shelf until the recent tragedies focussed 
public opinion on a dangerous situation, although 
two or three such interchanges have been built on 
the Calgary-Edmonton portion of No. 2 Highway. 

We sometimes have an uneasy feeling that South¬ 
ern Alberta rates pretty far down the scale with 
those in power at Edmonton.
